a large number of courses in drawing 
and shopwurk. 
Some of these nro 


planned to meet the special needs of 
the mechanic, while others 
are ar- 


tanged specially for tho manual train- 
ing teacher. 


Drawing and Machine 
Design. 


In all the constructive trade*, work- 


man's Instructions are given largely 
In' the form 
of 
working drawings. 


Formerly, when but u lew men were 
employed, the shop man could easily 
reach the draftsman and secure any 
Information which had been omitted 
from the drawings furnished him, but 
today this 1» true only In small tihops. 
In 
the 
large 
modern engineering 


plants with «helr complete shop anil 
drafting room systems, tho draftsman 
and the workman in the shop find it 
more difficult to consult without a 
considerable 
loss of 
time. 
It also 


often happens that drawings made In 
one locality must be used by workmen 
at HOIIIO other place. 
To secure the 


maximum elllcleiicy In the shop, tin; 
workmen an well us the draftsmen 
must understand how drawings are' 
ade. 
Uccogulztng this fact, a few 


of the 
largest 
manufacturing firms 


have organized night classes In which 
a course in mechanical drawing Is 
given, but while Instruction secured 
In this way Is often beneficial, the [Un- 
dent's piugress'is necessarily slow. 


The drawing course offered In the 


summer school Includle no llxed line 
of work, each 
student receiving In- 


struction 
to meet his special needs. 


Tlie aim Is to teach fundamental prin- 
ciples, and practical methods. Those 
who have had the elements of drafting 
may take up 
more advanced work, 


such as shop methods of asHcmhling 
and filing drawings, tracing and blue- 
printing, laying out sheet metal work 
and patent olllco drawing. 


The study of machine design natur- 


ally follows the general preparation 
In drawing and shop practice. In this 
work the drawing room problems are 
adapted to the needs and ability of 
the Individual student.

Is tho proper Inflation of rubber tires. 
If they are filled too much, the cur vi- 
brates more, nnd needless pressure is 
forced on the retaining outer cover. 


Tires manufactured for onto car 


wheels can stand a high pressure, but 
It Is not well to put them to their limit. 


A prominent tire company bus rec- 


ommended that the pressure should 
be: For cars carrying a weight of 000 
pounds per axle, fifty pounds pressure; 
for cars cnrr.vlng n Avelght of 1,000 
pounds per axle, sixty-live pounds pres- 
sure; for cars carrying more than 1,000 
pounds per nxle, slxty-flvo to eighty- 
five pounds pressure. 


In tho country and on rough and 


stnny roads It Is advisable to Inflate to 
a little more than tlio usual pressure. 
'One can easily seo from tho way In 
which a tire rents on the ground wheth- 
er It Is siiincluntly Inflated or not. It 
ought not to bo tlattcucd more than 
three-eighths of an Inch when the full 
weight rests on It. ami it must not un- 
der any circumstances bo flattened 
more than half nu Inch.
